Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 9, 11, 12, 14-18, 20, 21, 25-28 are allowed, 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Prior art of record 
does not disclose, in single or in combination, generating a request from mobile device, the 
request comprising a request-layer including a home address of the mobile device and a server 
address, encapsulating the request layer with a roaming layer including a real address of mobile 
device and a home agent address, communicating the encapsulated request layer to home agent 
based on home agent address, using a program layer below a TCP/IP program layer in mobile 
device to generate the request, encapsulate the request layer and communicate the encapsulated 
request layer, removing the roaming layer, communicating the request layer from the home agent 
to a server based on the server address in combination with other limitations of claims.
